Before going to the White 
House, McCormack had conced­ 
ed there is rough going ahead to 
try to get agreement by both 
houses on the form of such leg­ 
islation as the demonstration 
cities bill, unemployment com­ 
pensation, truth in packaging 
and the funding of Teacher 
Corps salaries. 


Even if the Democratic lead­ 
ers succeed in getting these 
whipped into shape, the election 
year Congress will leave behind 
a sizable number of administra­ 
tion measures. 


The Senate gave Johnson 
some trouble with his spending 
budget when it passed Mooday 
a $4.4-billion higher education 
bill ballooned $1.1 billion beyond 
his requests. Hie actual ap­ 
propriations, however, remain 
to be determined in a later 
eatch-all money bill. 


In acting on the measure the 
Senate scuttled Johnson's re­ 
quest for District of Columbia 
home rule, refusing to limit a 
filfeuster threatened but never 
started by Southerners against 
an elective government in a city 
O per cent Negro in population. 


This and some other issues 
were left behind which Johnson 
may try to Ignite to 1987.

Hurricane Inez 
Dies Out After 
18-Day Blow 


M1MAI, Fla. f AP) —As Hurri­ 
cane Inez whirled toward her 
death over Mexico today, U.S. 
weathermen waved a thankful 
goodby to the most unpredicta­ 
ble storm ever to come screech­ 
ing at them out of the tropics. 


Inez wasn't the most wicked, 
and die wasn’t in the hair of the 
forecasters as long as some — 
although it seemed like it 


But it took every trick of the 
inexact science of hurricane 
forecasting — and maybe just a 
little bit of luck — to call the 
shots on her. 


It was If long, uneasy days 
from the time a U.S. weather 
satellite snapped the first pic­ 
ture of Ines off the west coast of 
Africa Sept. 
23 
until she 
smashed ashore in Mexico. 


Ines did what the forecasters 
said she would do until she hit 
Cuba. After that, her moves 
were contrary to almost every 
expectation. 


Never before had a hurricane 
whipped into a hairpin turn so 
close to Florida that gale winds 
were already beating at the 
coast. Others had looped well 
out in the Atlantic, giving ample 
time for warnings to newly 
threatened areas. 


No hurricane ever traveled 
straight down the chain of Flori­ 
da Keys, bringing every little 
island into the weird calmness 
of her eye. 


And none ever came from 
Florida to travel west-southwest 
to Mexico’s Yucatan Peninsula. 


Considering all these capers, 
the Weather Bureau emerged 
with a good record. Guadeloupe, 
the Dominican Republic, Haiti, 
Cuba, and Mexico - every tar­ 
get area but Florida — had 36 
hours warning.

The House took the final ac­ 
tion, accepting a Senate amend­ 
ment by voice vote. 


The Senate passed the House- 
approved bill Oct. 7 and re­ 
turned it to the House for the 
correction of a typographical 
error in the measure to estab­ 
lish the 67,000-acre national 
lakeshore. 


The area is in Alger County 
between M unising and Grand 
Marais on Lake Superior. It 
borders the lake for 39 miles. 


A shoreline zone of 27,500 
acres wiU be devoted primar­ 
ily to the preservation of sce­ 
nery, outstanding natural fea­ 
tures and outdoor recreation. 


There also will be a buffer 
zone of 30,500 acres within 
which normal timber harvest­ 
ing will continue but which 
will, in part, be available for 
recreation. 


The estimated cost is $13.2 
million and annual operating 
costs will be $422,000. 


The recreation zone between 
Grand Marais and Munising 
will include the Pictured Rocks, 
the Grand Sabie Dunes and the 
Beaver Basin around Beaver 
Lake., areas long recognized 
for their natural beauty. 
Another proposed national 
N Y. i park for Michigan, the Sleep­ 
ing Bear Dunes on Lake Mich­ 
igan’s shore, is still stuck in 
the House Rules Committee.

Michigan Gets 
$133 Million In 
New Road Fund 


WASHINGTON <AP> — The 
Commerce Department appor­ 
tioned among the states Monday 
the $4.4 billion in federal high­ 
way funds approved by Con­ 
gress more than a month ago 
for the next fiscal year which 
ends June 30, 1968. 


An apportionment merely puts 
the states on notice of the 
amount of federal a<Id to which 
they are entitled in any specific 
year. The apportionment for the 
current fiscal year was $4 bfi- 
lion. 


Michigan's Interstate system 
will have $133,867,415—of which 
$100,339,964 will go toward its 
interstate system and $33,527,- 
431 for primary, feeder and 
urban highways. 


Hie department's Bureau of 
Public Roads said the new ap­ 
portionment includes $3.4 trillion 
for the Interstate Highway Sys­ 
tem and $1 billion for other 
federally aided roads. 


At the same tkne the bureau 
said states can obUgate $1 bil­ 
lion of the 1966 apportionment 
immediately in new highway 
contracts. The states already 
have $1.3 b&Uon in unused con­ 
tract authority. 


The action has no bearing on 
the administration's program to 
cut spending by $3 billion during 
the current fiscal year as an 
antiinflation meesure. But offi­ 
cials said the program can be 
slowed later if the administra­ 
tion so decides.

Copter Troops 
Wipe Off Cong 


A helicopter-borne unit of the 
1st Cavalry, Airmobile, Division 
spotted five Viet Cong in a rice 
paddy. The heUeopters landed a 
platoon of cavalzymen who 
killed four Viet Oong and took 
one prisoner. 


Helicopters flew in two more 
companies — ebout 350 men — 
of U.S. cavalrymen who formed 
a noose around other Viet Cong 
guerrillas spotted in the area. A 
U.S. officer called on the encir­ 
cled Viet Cong, described as a 
“local force," to surrender. 


The Viet Cong replied with a 
hail of bullets. In the ensuing 
firefight. the helicopter troops 
killed 29 more Viet Cong, cap- 
turcd seven more, and seized 15 
suspects. 


The engagement was part of 
the cavalry’s Operation Irving, 
which began Oct. 2 as a com­ 
bined action on the central sca­ 
rcest with South Vietnamese 
force« on the west flank and 
South Korean trocps pushing up 
from the south. 


In the 10 days of fighting, the 
U.S. cavalrymen have reported 
killing 470 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong and taking 503 
prisoners.

Cong guerrillas answered an 
American demand to surrender 
with a hail of bullets today, and 
an encircling force of US. heli­ 
copter troops wiped them out. 


A U.S. spokesman said 1st

in a five-hour engagement near 
the central coast 29 miles north­ 
west of Qui Nhon.

Swartz Creek Woman 
Inherits $1.6 Millions 


GRAND HAVEN, Mich. (AP) 
— It resds like a movie script: 
A smsU-town housewife who 
ws s sn adopted child inherits 
$1.6 million from an uncle she 
never knew. 


But it actually happened to 
Rosemary Jelneck. 42, who, al­ 
though 
she’s 
elated, 
says: 
“We’re going to go on living just 
as we always have." 


Until recently, Mrs. Jelneck’s 
life centered on her husbend, 
their two sons and the two-story 
white, frame house with a fire­ 
place in which she and her fa­ 
mily live in Swartz Creek, a 
southeastern Michigan commu­ 
nity of 3,000. 


But Monday Probate Judge 
Fred Niles of Ottawa County 
ruled Mrs. Jelneck was the cnly 
heir to the estate of Arthur S. 
Kruse, a Chicago insurance ex­ 
ecutive. 


Kruse was a man “I cannot 
recall I ever heard of* said 
Mn. 
Jelneck, 
who 
several 
weeks ago had no Idea she was 
an adopted child and a niece of 
Kruse. 67, a bachelor who died 
aeer here last March. 


Mrs. Jetoeck is the child of 
Kruse's sister, Abb Coftoft, who 


put her up for adoption almost 
immediately after her birth in 
1924. When Kruse left no will, 
the estate was expected to be 
divided among six cousins, but 
then the administrators found 
Mrs. Jelneck. 


Kruse, s vice president of the 
Combined Insurance Company 
cf America, capitalized on 100 
shares of stock bought for $5,000 
in 1951. Stock splits and divi­ 
dends increased his holdings 
over the next 15 years. 


Gordon Cunningham, 
Mrs. 
Jelneck’s attorney, describes 
her and her husband, Calvin, a 
petroleum products dealer, as 
’’sort of average citizens'* in the 
“uppermiddle income" bracket 
with Jelneck ‘ successful in his 
own business." 


Mrs. Jelneck may not receive 
the money until late next year 
or early 1968. he said. 


“There’s state and federal 
taxes to be taken cere of." he 
said. “It wiU be s year to 15 
months from now until the met* 
ter is completed." The taxes 
will take “probably better than 
50 per cent" of the estate, Cun- 
aiagham said. “It will be a sub­ 
stantial amount."

After Gromyko met at the 
White House with Johnson for 
an how and 45 minutes and ha4 
a 2*4 hour dinner meeting with 
Secretary of State Deen Rusk st 
the State Department, sources 
said both sides are in agree­ 
ment that a nonproMfaratlon 
agreement is desirable. 


In general, under such a nen- 
proltferaijon treaty, the nuclear 
countries would agree not to sell 
or give away nudear weapons. 
And under the international 
pact non - nuclear countries 
would agree not to acquire such 
weapons.

WASHINGTON (AP> — The 
Supreme Court granted Monday 
a Curtis Publishln« Co. appeal 
from a $460.000 judgment given 
Wallace Butts, former Universi­ 
ty of Georgia football coach, in 
a libel suit. 


Butts sued Curtis for 110 mil- 
li<m in connection with a Satur* 
day Evening Post article enti­ 
tled “The Story of a College 
Football Fix.” The article, pub­ 
lished March 23, 1963, alleged 
Butts gave pregame football 
secrets to Paul Bryant» Univer­ 
sity of Alabama coach. 


The 
1962 
Alabama-Georgia 
football game allegedly was in­ 
volved. Alabama won 354. 


A jury in U.S. District Court 
in Atlanta, Ga., awarded Butta 
$3,060,000, but a federal judge 
ordered him to acc^ t 9460.000. 
Cuitis then appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court after lower federal 
courts denied the ttrm a new 
trial. 


In its appeal, Curtis cited the 
Supreme Court’s decision of 
March 9. 1964. in a New York 
Times case. Hie Times decision 
was that libel damages may not 
be awarded a pubbc official fbr 
statements regarding his offi- 
oittl conduct unless be proves 
actual malice. The Butts judg­ 
ment was given prior to the 
Times decis^Ion.

The Aussies have 4,500 troops 
in South Viet Nam, a large air- 
Iwse at Butterwcrth near Pen­ 
ang on the west coast of Ma­ 
lays ii, and jet flitter units in 
northeast Thailand.

Curing it’s 11-day stay in Sai­ 
gon the delegation sought to im­ 
prove relations between Rom­ 
an Catholics and Buddhists in 
South Viet Nam and urged the 
country’s Catholics to cooperate 
with the Buddhists and work for 
peace. 


Although Australia has a pop­ 
ulation of only 12 million, it is 
starting to export capital and 
invest in joint ventures in Asia, 
notably in Malaysia, Thailand 
and the Philiippines. 


In t\^ decades Australia has 
handed out close to a bilUon dol­ 
lars in aid to Asian countries 
under such schemes as the Co­ 
lombo Plan and the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization. Aus­ 
tralia gives its aid as grants 
which do not have to be repaid. 


It is also spending 122 million 
in a military assistance pro­ 
gram with Malaysia. 


Australia has recently turned 
to the United States for war­ 
ships and other interchangeable 
military equipment.
